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An Account of an ILngmzthat con fumes Sraoz}^ JJjown 
lately at St. Germans Fair in Paris Communicated

TO burn all forts of Wood in the middle of a Room with- 
out making any Smoak, is a thing fo extraordinary jh at 
all thofe that have heard /peak of it, as well \Philofphers as 
others, have afferted it impofble : bat Mr. Daleime Engp- 
nier, profectithig his dijcoveries, has joundout a Machine, which 
tho' very little and fort able, confines all the Smcak of all forts 
of Wood uhafcever, and that jo ? that the rncjl carious eye can- 
not dif cover it in the Room, nor the niceJiNvfefmell it, altho 9 
the Fire be peri ed I y open. This has given fetch fatisfaBion to all 
that have jeen it, and to the King him/elf, that he has caifed 
the Experiment to be made j ever al times before Him. 

[This Engine is made after the manner reprefentedin Fig. 1. 
and is compofed of fever al hoops of hammer' 'd Iron of about 4 or 
5 Inches diameter, which /hut one into the other : It fands 
upright in the middle of the Room, upon a fort of brevet made 
on purpofe. A if the place where the Fire is made, where if 
you put little pieces- of Wood, it will not make the leaf ftnoak, 
neither at A or B, over zvhich you cannot hold your hand with- 
in half a foot, there comes out fo great a heat : If you take one 
of the fe pieces of Wood, out of the Fire at J, it finoaks prefent- 
ly, but ceafes immediately Jo focn as it is ca ft in the Fire again. 
The mo ft fait id things, as a Coal fteept in Cats-pifs, which finks 
abominably when taken out of the Fire, notwithf anding in this 
Engine makes not the leaf III f cent. The fame did Red-Her-> 
rings broiled thereon * on the other fde all the perfumes are 
loft in it) and Encenfe makes no fmellatall, when burnt there- 
in. We have f nee learnt that this is notfjozvn, but when the 
Fire at A is well kindled, and the Tunnel B D very hot fo that 
the Air that feeds the Fire cannot come that way y but mu ft all 
prefs in upon the open Fire ; whereby the Smoafc and Flame is all 
forced inwards ^ andmuflpafs through the heap of burning Coals 
in the Furnace A,inwhich paffage the parts thereof are fo difper- 
fed and refined, that they become inoffenfive both to the Eye and 
Nofe. " A
